Ronnie Lee Comstock (Hallet, Milton Lewis, William Johnson, John?), born 14 November 1941, son of Hallett 
and Laura Frances Comstock, died 17 July 2002. He was one of two sons; his brother, Robert, died as an infant. 

Ronnie was raised thru most of his youth by his grandparents. He worked on the family farm in the Creswell 
area. He was a graduate of Creswell High School and later studied at Roanoke Bible College. He was a faithful 
member of Plymouth Church of Christ. 

Ronnie served with the U. S. Army in Vietnam as a chaplain's assistant. His patriotism was exhibited by his 
dedication to area yeterans organizations. He had served as chaplain of the district VFW. He was buried with 
military honors. 

Ronnie had been employed for several years by Time Finance Corporation and he worked as a security guard 
at Weyerhaeuser. until his health failed. At age 42, he began dialysis treatments for kidney disease; and he 
eventually received a transplant. That failed after 13 years and Ronnie again began dialysis treatment. 

Ronnie will be missed by the entire community - for whatever task he undertook, he did it with dedication - 
whether it was military, church, civic. He wrote and shared poetry. He maintained a log of folks who shared a 
kindness with him, his home was filled with historic and genealogical materials, the fruit of his labors. His 
greatest passion was reserved for the work of the church. He loved a good game of chess. He provided flags for 
many groups. He was a dedicated member of WCSS. (We made a contribution to the American Legion in Cherry 
in memory of Ronnie)

A School that is Advancing the Negro Race Morally, Mentally, Spiritually and Industrially 

ITS FACULTY AND STUDENTS . 

A Brief Sketch of its Preser\i t Past and Future 

We have thought often of writing a brief sketch of the Plymouth State Normal School, but for various 
reasons have neglected to do so, giving from time to time only short notices of its work. 

This school was established in 1881 by the State, Prof. A. Hicks, Jr., being its first Principal. He being 
succeeded in 1884 by Prof. Pope, and later by Prof. H. P. Cheatham. Under these able instructors the school 
flourished; the race taking from the first a deep interest in the opportunities it offered them to obtain an 
education. 

In 1887 Prof. H. C. Crosby, one of the most earnest and zealous advocates of higher education of his race, 
was elected Principal. Under his care the school forged ahead, turning out quit a number of graduates, many of 
whom have made a good record as leaders of their race in the pulpit and in the school room. Among this number 
we call to mind Rev, M. W. D. Norman, Prof . Geo. T. Hill, Prof. R. R. Cartwright, Prof. J. C. Cordon, and others. 
When Dr. Crosby resigned in April 1897, owing to ill health, (he since having died) it was much regretted, not only 
by the officers of the school and the students, but by the white people as well, for all knew and appreciated the 
worth of that christian man. 

After the resignation of Dr. Crosby, Prof. Jno. W. McDonald was elected Principal, and it was through an 
invitation from him that we visited the school on Tuesday last. We were ushered into the recitation room where 



students were rendering at the time a series of recitations on ""Morality."" Just let us say that this school is 
instructing the heart as well as the mind. The faculty realizes the necessity of moral training in their race. 

From the recitation room we visited the sewing room. This is a new department where needle work, knitting, 
crocheting, Ac, is taught. Prof. McDonald and his able assistants, Prof. R. R. Cartwright, of the grammar 
department, and Prof. J. C. Cordon, of the primary department, also realize the importance of giving their race 
manual training; fitting the students for the industrial world, so they may be able to cope with the world in 
making a living. 

Under the able supervision of Prof. McDonald the school has advanced rapidly. He has enrolled about 200 
students, representing twelve counties. This means that the negroes are now taking greater advantage of their 
opportunity than ever before. 

The building is a large, two story structure, perhaps 30x100, with an annex of 30 feet. The various 
departments are under the care of thorough and competent teachers. In the music and art room is Mrs. E. J. 
Dance, a teacher thoroughly versed in the art of vocal and instrumental music, off hand drawing, Ac. In the 
sewing and industrial department is Mrs. E. H, Corpew, whose fitness for the position could not be excelled. 

While the higher dasses are taught by the Principal, he gives personal attention to all the work, and rules 
with kindness, yet keeping the most perfect order. From the faculty and the students he receives the best 
obedience to his every order, and the rules and discipline are carried out to the letter. 

Of the future of this school we are not able to write intelligently, but from the interested manifested and 
the work it is doing , we predict a bright and useful future. Surely if Prof. McDonald, whose interest in the work 
and earnesi efforts are being so highly rewarded, is kept at the head of this institution, ere long it will be among 
the leading Industrial and Training schools of the South. 

When we say that there were no less than twenty teachers sent out from this school with high grade 
certificates this year, our readers will realize what it means to the colored race. 

The following letter from a citizen shows what others think of the work being done:

I saw enough to convince me that the school is under excellent control, and that the students are 
making good progress. I was impressed with the thoroughness of the work done by you and your colleagues. You 
are doing a great work for colored in this section.
